At the request of several legislators, we have conducted a
review of state dbrts to combat chronic wasting disease
(CWD), a fatal neurologicallisease that ffcts members of
thedeer family The Department of Natural Resources (DNR)
has primary responsibility for coordinating CWD
managemengéfforts in Wisconsin, in cooperation with the
Departmenbf Agriculture, Tade and Consumer Protection
(DATCP), the Department of Health and Family Services, and
the University of Wsconsin. Through fiscal yeaiFY)
2002-03,we estimate these staaégencies spent a total of
$14.7 million combating thedisease. The majority of
expenditures- 64.9 percent - supported the salaries and
benefitsof an estimated 122.8 full-time equivalemployees
dedicatedo CWD eforts in FY 2002-03.

DNR had the lagest share of CWD-related expenditures. Its
spendingotaled $12.6 million, including $4.0 million f¢ne
collectionand extraction ofleer tissue and for constructing
and modifying facilities inwhich to conduct this work. At
$2.0million, costs associated with herd reduction and carcass
disposarepresented the secondgest expenditure category
In addition, DA'CP spent a total of $1.1 million on CWD
activities, primarily for regulating and preventing disease
among farm-raised deer; thdJniversity of Wsconsin
VeterinaryDiagnostic Laboratory spent $924,000 to thesdr
tissuefor the presence of CWD; and the Departmeitexdlth
andFamily Services spent $49,000 to review potential links
betweenCWD and a related disease in humans.
